AND OTHERS

Havine been very recently be- 
fore the public in the guise of a 
hoggur, the ‘*North-China Daily 
News" hesitates to importune' 
readers further. But it eannot 
refrain from calling attention to 
the letter from Mrs. Desnitzky- 
Stone, which appears on anothier| 
page toxlay. Directly concerned 
with the orphans under Mme. 
Dieterichs's care, it. indirectly 
Presses the mute claim of all 
Russian refugee children, at the 
time of the approaching Russian 
Christmas, January 7. ‘The 
compassion that “both cases! 
arouse is wholly devoid “of the 
controversial aspects which have 
disfigured other discussion con- 
cerning the refugees. It would 
be imposible to imagine an in- 
stitution more free from political 
taint than Mie, Dieterichs's or- 
phanage. She has collected these 
children as if they were lost dogs 
and, greatly daring, has made 
herself responsible for them with 





a bravery worthy of all admira-| 
tion. What they may do in self 
support they are only too anxious 
to do; and somehow ‘they 
struggle along. It would surely 
be pleasant to brighten their 
Christmas. Even more urgent 
is the appeal of the Russian 
children who come under the 
notice of -the Refugee Relief| 
Advisory Committee. This Com- 
mittee has a soup kitchen where 
meals are served to the most 
necestitous, but its resources are 
very slender. ° A few days ago! 
we were told that the Committee! 
hoped to be able to do something 
for Russian children when their 
Christmas came, but the utmost 
hope did not apparently go be-| 
yond giving each of them a bit 
‘of bread and an orange, in addi- 
tion to the usual broth, Here 
again one is sure that Shanghai 
would like to make the ebildren’s 
Hfeast a little less that of the 
stepmother."

One group of about 
fifty men’ from’ the ill-fated 
Eladorado recently managed to 
get as far as Changchun, going 
vii Dairen, whence the’ Chin- 
ese authorities promptly pushed 
them on to Mancbuli. But the 
Japanese officials at Dairen will 
not allow any more Russians to 
go that way, without a guarantee 
from the Relief Committee in 
Shanghai, which the latter is in 
no position to give. 

‘There appears no doubt that 
the influx of refugees is at last 
subsiding. Until recently they 
were continually arriving by 
nail, river and ‘sea, and from 
every conceivable’ direction 
Hankow, Hongkong and Manila 
a well a5 from the north. Partly 
this was due to the breaking up 
lof the concentration camps at 
Kirin and Gensan, whence the 
refugees were pushed ont to go 
whither they would and, it 
would seem, with nowhere but 
Shanghai where they were not 
moved on.

\T a recent meeting of TLon- 
trates there was an 
discussion concerning 
the proper punishment of youth- 
fal delinquents and those brought 
before courts of justice for. the 
first time. Less than a century 
ago, sentences of imprisonment 
Jin these cases were very com- 
even for comparatively 
offences. Readers of the 
nae stories.of Dickens will 
remember Alderman Gute,. the! 
magiétrate, saying to the -poor 
heroine in ‘The Chimes,” “You 
are going to be married. You 
will quarrel with your husband 
‘and come to be a distressed wife. 
Now T give you fair warning 
that I have made up my mind 
to put distressed wives down. 
So don't be brought before me. 
You'll have children—boys. 
‘These boys will grow up bad, of 
course, and run wild in the’ 
streets, without shoes and stock- 
ings. “Mind, my young friend! 
T'll conviet’ thera summarily, 
every one, for Tam determined 
to put boys without shoes and 
stockings down." By “putting 
down,” he meant imprisonment. 
No wonder it was. taken for 
granted in those days ‘that the 
children in the slums of large 
cities would “grow up bad,” for 
the poverty and depravity of 
their surroundings, as depicted 
by Dickens, were appalling. 
‘When they fell into the clutches 
of the law, as many of them 
soon did. they received little 
mercy. No doubt the magistrates 
‘and judges who inflicted severe 
sentences were just and as 
humane as the circumstances 
seemed to them to warrant, yet 
it must be admitted there’ has 
been a great improvement in the 
administration of justice since 
their day. Haman nature is 
better understood : it is not in- 
corrigibly evil. The proper ob- 
ject of all punishment is more 
clearly discerned ; it should not 
be wholly retributive and deter- 
rent, but disciplinary and_ re- 
formative.

[aon meeting of magistrates it} 
seems to have heen the unani- 
mous opinion that young 
offenders, speaking generally, 
should be placed on probation 
and not sent to prison. 


From this conclusion: few will 
dissent. But it does not necess- 
atily follow that all first offenders 
should be placed on probation 
in countries where law and order 
are not as firmly established as 
in England. One of our cor- 
respondents has complained of, 
the sentence of one month's: 
imprisonment passed on a youth 
guilty of obtaining money by 
means of 2 worthless cheque. 
Perhaps the matter has not been 
considered in all its bearings. 
Daring the discussion in Lon- 
don, in recommending clemency 
in “the treatment of frst 
offenders, the phrase, ‘‘consist- 
cent with the safety of the State" 
was used more than once. This 
Proviso niast be the paramount 
consideration, not individual 
interests, in deciding when the 
severity of the law may be re- 
laxed. “In the scheme of 
nature. the welfare, and even 
the existence, of the individual, 
count for nothing in comparison 
with the preservation of the 
stock : so, in social animals, the 
welfare and even the existence 
of the individual count for no- 
thing in comparison with the 
preservation of the community."” 
All offences are to be judged 
from this point of view. As a 
corollary, when the State is i 
peril, certain offences are punish- 
ed heavily which ‘can be lightly 
dealt with when the cireum- 
stances are different.

He is sentenced 
to death. | ‘The sentence is 
merciless, but grim necessity 
demands the sacrifice in the in- 
terests of tho army . and the 
nation. . So it ig:that at different 
times. and. places, forgery, the 
passing of base- money, \horse- 
stealing, _sheep-stealing, have 
been, capital offences, because 
these acts were deemed  dan- 
gerous to the welfere of the 
community. Apply: this to the 
case cited by our dorrespondents 
Shanghai is a business commun- 
ity ond the offences it can least 
condone are those which render 
business difficult or impossibl 
such as forgery, theft, fraudulent 
statements, and so forth. More- 
over, offences of this kind on a 
larger scale, such as graft, rob- 
bery, misappropriation of public: 
funds, bribery, and official 
“‘squeezing,”” are ruining China, 
Foreigners “riendly to her should 
‘advocate the stern punishment 
of this class of offences, whether 
the culprits be high or low, rich 
‘or poor. Probably nearly all 
business men in Shanghai, for- 
eigo and Chinese, will agree 
that. month's imprisonment for’ 
passing a worthless cheque is 
‘not @ Severe sentence. 

At the same time, there are 
many Chinese guilty of petty or 
minor offences, who could” be 
wisely punished otherwise than 
by imprisonment. In England 
there are certain offences still 
punishable with the “‘cét"”” or! 
lash. In Chinese yaméng many’ 
petty offenders are beaten. Why 
not try corporal chastisement| 
more freely in Shanghai for 
‘small offenders? Some years ago 
at a foreign summer resort in 
China the Chinese magistrate 
kept good order by the use of the 
bamboo. Some good people ob-_ 
jected to corporal. punishment 





























the magistrate. abandoned 
Later, the same good people 
came to him complaining of the 
increased thieving and gambling. 
“What am I to do?"" said the 
harassed official. “*You will not 
allow me to use the most effec- 
tive remedy; to fine “or send 
these offenders to prison will do, 
no good."” To quote a very old 
saying, ‘“Spare the rod and spoil 
the child." In mental ‘ond 
moral development many of tlie 
Chinese ave children, and should 
be treated accordingly. This 
principle is of wide application. 
Tn Lord Macartney’s journey to 
Tehol the cook was batabooed 
by the mandarin in charge be- 
cause the meat was tainted. We 
dare not suggest that in many a 
household an occasional beating 
‘of the cook, “boy,"” and: other 
servants when they were bad and 
excessively troublesome would 
clear the moral atmosphere ; buf 
distracted and tired housekeepers 
would probably welcome it. 
Lastly, as criminals are made 
not born, it is far better to try 
to remove the poverty, depravity 
and ignorance which ' lead the 
young into criminal ways— 
tremendous and baffling as -the 
task may be in Chinese cities— 
than to wait until a crime haa 
been committed and then deplore 
the punishment.
